A MAN WITH NO HOME

STANDS A POOR CHANCFE OF BECOM-
ING A FPRESIDENT,

A Point Ralsed Aguinst Hill-Republicans
FPrepare to Shout for Harrison and the
‘American Home—A Precedent Quickly
Cited Aguinst Any Snch Enting.

WasHINGTON, Feb. 24.—[ Special. ]—One
of a gronp of Republican Congressmen,
talking about the Presidental campaign at
the Capitol, to-day, made a curious point
against Hili—a point which was never made
before against sny one. “Nobody,” said
he, “‘can ever be elecied President of the
United States who bas no landed estate in
the eountry. Hill owns no local habitation.
He does not have a place in which he can
lar his head and eall it his.*”

This statement naturally produced a good
deal of discussion, which was eventnally
participated in by sotue Democrats who
Joined the group. ““Harrison,” resumed
the Republican Congreumm ‘owns a
house in Indianapolis, Itiss small one, to
be sure, but it is his home. There he, his
wwife, his children and his grandchildren
have led happy and wholesome lives, and
there his aflections are centered. He looks
forward to returning there after the end of
his Presidental term and spending the re-
mainder of his days under ‘his own vine
and fig tree.”

The very fact that he has this little home,
which is his, makes him a truer patriot than
uny man can possibly be who does not own
a home.™

*'His brother Republicans, ofcourse, coin-
cided with these sentiments, and they
promptly ealled to mind that Arthur, Gar-
field, Huyes, Grant snd “Lincoln all had
homes when they came to Washington in
which their families lived and to which
they conld return when Presidental honors
ended, shonld they be spared till then. The
Republicans exulfed mordiugiv lt Hill’
deficiency in the shape of househo
and to feel with one acco
‘*Harrison and the American home"™ would
be a victorious slogan in the eoming cam-
paign should Hill be the Democratic nomi-
nee,

How Fresitent Barillas Is Makimz fAlm-
self Solid for Another Term.

BAN SALVADOR, Feb. 24.—The shooting
of Miguel Enriquez, at Zacapa, Guatemala,
the other day, hay oreated a gréat deal of
bitter comment here and started stories dis-
creditable to President Barillax The
account sent out by the Guatemalan an-
thorities was to the effect that Enriquesz,
whu was one of° the most ‘prominent Con-
servative candidates for the Presideney, or
Ganizoda revolt against the Government,
was defeated and shot as a traitor. Widel
different is the report that has reached this
city from the opponents in Guatemala of
the present sdministration. It is alleged
by them that President Barillas bore a
personal spite toward Enriguez, and in re-
venge issued secret orders that he be shot
at his haciends, under the pretext thas he
was at the head of s revolutionary faction.

The two brothers of General Enriguez
were informed of what was to be done, and
realizing that no time was to be lost, fled
and joined him. They armed all the ser-
vants on the hacienda with shotzuns and
revolvers, and resolved to sell their lives
dearly. The Goverament troops soon ar-
rived on the scene, and to their surprise
met with a most desperate resistance. A
regular battle folloted. General Enriquez,
hig two brothers and the servants were killed
and three more of their little party wounded
before the building in which they were en-
trenched was carried by the tr How
gallantly the Enriquez (]:eople fought is
shown by the loss by the ernment forcos
and the killing or wounding of 11 soldiers.
